ic Legislature will do as much more 
for those of its colored citizens that 
are thrown uponthem asa public 
charity. But we started out to write 
up this branch of ourour Public In- 
stitutions. 

The building is located in the 
Southeastern part of the city, on a 
beautiful plat of ground, owned orig- 
inally by the State. It is substan- 


tially built of hard brick, and three 
stories high. The main building is 
70x25, with a T 43 feet , and 


passages or halls 9 feet wide. There 
are fourteen rooms in all, the upper 
rooms being used for sleeping apart- 
ments, are large but airy and com- 
fortable. The male and _ female 
apartments are entirely cut off from 
each other, and no communication 
between the two is permitted under 
any circumstances. The entire build- 
ing is heated with a furnace in the 
cellar, thereby preventing any dan- 
ger of a conflagration, even Kerosene 
oil is not permitted on the premises, 
candles being used in its stead. The 
cellar floor is used entirely for dining 
rooms, kitchen, pantries and ironing 
rooms. ‘The second floor is for reci- 
tation rooms, (four in number,) 
chapel and office. 

The number of seholars in atten- 
dance is sixty, though the building 
is capable of accommodating one 
hundred. Of the sixty pupils, there 
are only fourteen blind. Four 
teachers are employed, two white, 
and one colored in thé deaf and dumb 
department, and ond colored in the 
blind department. The teacher of 
the blind isa daughter of the Rev. G. 
W. Brodie, formerly President of the 
Freedman’s Saving Bank of this city.

metical problenige Haynes 


and Tillinghast, DOgh educated in the 
white Deaf and Dumb Institution, 
were the instructors in the higher 
classes, and a colored man by the 
name of Dednam in the primary de- 
partment. 

The general management of the 
institution, judging from the system 
and discipline that seems to have 
been inaugurated, is unexceptionably 
good. The rooms, closets, kitchen, 
dining room and yards were as heat, 
clean and tidy as an old maid, bed 
chamber. There seemed to be a place 
for everything and everything in its 
a in short it was quite perceiva- 
le that the officers of the Institution 
are not only peculiarly gy for 
the positions they hold but are 
prompt in the performance of their 
duties. 


James H. Harris is the Superinten- 
dent ef the colored branch, while the 
whole of both branches, white and 
colored, is presided over by John 
Nichols as principal. Both of these 
officers deserve great creditas well 
as the thanks of the people, for the 
good management and economical 
government they have displayed. It 
isa matter of historical record that 
the expenses of these institutions are 
more than $5 less per capita than that 
of any other in the United States, 
and tney are still encoureg Har- 
ris informed us that Mr. Nichols’ 
coming report would show a decrease 
in expenses of $5 to the pupil to 
thatof last year. 

We neglected to mention that the 
pupils are required to work a given 
number of hours each day, and ashoe 
shop and broom factory, etc., is being 
added to the building. In a very 
short time allthe shoes worn by the 
inmates will be made in the build- 
ine.

. Abram W. Venable on 
the Convention Question. 

The Hon. A. W. VENABLE, of 
Granville, has written the following 
able letter upon the Convention 
question to the Oxford Leader : 

To the Editors of the Oxford Lea- 
der: 

with deep concern that I ob- 
the agitation ofthe Convention 
uestion in our State—not that | 
oubt the propriety of constitutional 
reform, which is so obvious that it 
seems impossible for any one to hesi- 
ate as to its ultimate necessity. 
Indeed we live under a State gov- 
ernment which, if it were an experi- 
ment as tothe capacity of the peo- 
ple for self-government, woul: be 
regarded almost as a failure. There 
is, however, one wise provision in 
our present Constitution—the mode 
in which it can be amended—al- 
though in practice somewhat tedious, 
yetin either fixing or altering the 
fundamental law of a State great and 
patient deliberation should be re- 

uired. 

. The present Legislature will have 
in ita sufficient majority to submit 
tothe people all the samendments 
that are necessary to restore our 
State governinent its former simplic- 
ity and efficiency, and thus we may 
get a double expression of the wishes 
of the people : first from their repre- 
sentatives and then from the people 
themselves. 

I feel most painfully the evils of 
whieh the advocates of a Convention 
complain;but am unwilling t> resort 
toa remedy which might possibly 
render of no avail all that we have 
achieved by our triumph in the elee- 
tions in August last. 

I feel as though it would restore in 
some measure our self respect, if the 

radation of radical rule could be 
obliterated from the history of North 
Carolina; but the fact remains, the 
history remains, and the grave ques- 
tion is how shall we restore our 
standing as a State? 

The triumph of last August was se- 
cured by making issues which were 
obvious, warning the people of the 
evils which immediately threatened 
them, and the degradation which 
awaited them, and thus bringing to- 
gether the masses in their strength 
and power, which resulted in the 
complete overthrow of our antago- 
nists. 

The great question is: is now the 

roper time to raise new issues? Is 

t prudent to risk al] the fruits of our 
late victory <0 another appeal to 
the people, when that appeal is dis- 
approved of by many of our friends ? 
Is it discreet to create a division in 
ourown ranks, and then present a 
divided front to the enemy, beaten at 
present, but watchful and sagacious 
to avail themselves of any advantage 
which our dissensions may afford 
them ? 

This is more obvious when we re- 
flect thata majority already elected 
to the Legislature have the power to 
submit to the people all the amend- 
ments which are necessary. The va- 
rious amendments can be fully dis- 
cussed in our legislative halls, the 
people will become familiar with 
them in all their bearings, and thus 
be prepared to give an _ intelligent 
vote upon each one. 

The 
the Legislature, and their work sub- 
mitted to the people, who, if they 
approve, will adopt; if they disap- 
prove, will reject. It is also most de- 
sirable to avoid the expense attend- 
ing a Convention. The people of 
North Carolina, worn down by taxa-

Besides all this we need peace and 
repose. History but repeats itself. 
No free people can prosper who are 
frequently altering their fundamen- 
‘tallaw. It renders everything un- 
certain, and in the end is ruinous. I 
knew North Carolina before the first 
Convention, a body of distinguished 
men presided over by Nathaniel Ma- 
con, and composed of men remarka- 
ble for both their sagacity and integ- 
rity, and the wisest of them inform- 


effected was to prevent great damage 
to the Constitution. 

I voted against that Convention, 
and I look back with astonishment 
at the practical perfection of that 
Constitution thussubjected toamend- 
ments. 

Mr. Macon told me that wie old 
Constitution of North Carolina was 
the best that wit of man had ever de- 
vised. That Constitution had no 

rovision for amendment, and aspir- 

ng agitated the question 
until in an evil hour the people called 
a Convention. The result of this 
has been painful history, illustrated 
by eve nstitutional Convention 
called since, the present Constitution 
being the worst of them all. 

Yet even this being so, still the 
people have it in their power to 
amend it without a Convention, and 
it gives us something to fall back on, 
ected se to start from for future 
vhate bj h 

pon w ver subject the le 
think often and think lon thar 6 ti- 
mately think right. The fundamen- 
tal law of no State should be tamper- 
ed with hastily. Let us quietly re- 
construct, and patiently consider the 
evils under which we suffer, and from 
time to time remove those evils in a 
manner which the Constitution dic- 
tates, and my hopes for the future 
will be greatly brightened. 

These are the opinions of an old 
man, who has not n an inatten- 
tive observer of current events, and 
who feeling a profound interest in 
the welfare of his State, takes the 
liberty of making these suggestions 
to his tizens.

The meeting being 
organized, a resolution was at once 
introduced resolving the conference 
intoa secret session and binding the 
members not to divulge the p 
ings without authority. An hour 
was spent in its discussion when the 
resolution was adopted. Mr. Ches- 
terman, after oye his position 
and refusing to be bound by the res- 
olution withdrew,
